Saudi Arabia Frees Slaves 


BEIRUT (API—All slaves in the central 
region of Saudi Arabia have been purchased 
by Die government and given their freedom, 
the newspaper OrienI reports. 

Quoting a Saudi government bulletin. 
Orient said 1.682 privately-owned slaves in 
the central region were involved in the pur¬ 
chase. Saudi Arabia outlawed slavery' last 
year. 

A statement in the bulletin by Prince 
Salman ben Abdel Aziz, governor of the 


Ryad region and brother of King Saud. sa.s s 
llie slaves were valued al 27.3S8.00U rials, or 
more than $5,000,000, Orient reports. 

It said the Saudi government had re- 
imhumed the slave owners 18.239.266 rials 
and other owners had freed the slaves 
without payment to "assure the benediction 
of Allah.” 

Orient said a Saudi Information ministry 
bulletin gave the average price of a slave 
in the central region of the country as' 
16.265 rials, or shout $3,000.

Ttie article beneath this starting headline liberally 
quotes a report appearing in an Indian newspaper in 
which the late John Strachey, one of Britain’s best- 
known Labor Party leaders, is .said lo have warned 
the Nehru government of Pakistan efforts to en¬ 
courage China to renew its attack upon India. 

According to the nows letter Mr. Strache.v just a 
few days before his death "told Mr. Shah (general 
aecretary of the Indian Congress) that Rawalpindi's 
perfidious effort to persuade Peking to resume its 
nttadi . . . was disclosed to him b.v Mr. Khurshid, 
president of the so-called ‘Azad Kashmir,’ in frank 
talks during his visit to Paki.stan which followed his 
trip to India. 

"Mr. Khurshid. according lo what the late Mr. 
Strachey told Mr. Shah, said that Pakistan has missed 
a golden opportunity to settle Its Kashmir score with 
India last October. It would not throw away the next 
opportunity and wa.s indeed trying to create it." 

These are serious accusatiom indeed, and such 
that they should not be bruited about the world unless 
the' truth of their content can be proved. The short 
lapse of time between the date they were alleged to 
have been made and the date of publication (two 
weeks) will rai.se considerable doubt as to whether 
the report had been investigated thoroughly before 
it was so generously circulated. 

If, however, the Indian government has sati.sfied 
Itaelf that the report is true, then surely the matter 
should be placed before the United Nations Security 
Council for action. TTie manner in which it i.s now 
being handled smacks fir too much of irresponioble 
propaganda which could easily lead to a serious 
worsening of an already dangerous situation. 

Whatever the outcome of the present crisis may 
he doea not alter the fact that the continuing Kashmir 
dispute denies both India and Pakistan the right of 
censuring China as the only aggres,sor and trouble¬ 
maker in Asia.

N owhere rise perhaps i.s the face of the retail 
merchandloinK indastry changing faster than in 
the gas itatlons. Service stations which used to sell 
ipaoline, change oil, do lubricating jobs and in .some 
cues effect major auto repairs, are fast becoming 
community centres at which not only automotive 
items, ^t merchanch.se over a wide range can be 
bought while the old family buggy is being filled up. 

The big oil companies who are behind this new;,^^ 
cfversification drive have been more or less impelled 
iBto the business of general merchants by department 
stores and diacount chains who have set up service 
atations at their doorsteps, and introduced regular 
and cut price automotive items in their stores that 
formerly were almost exclusive to the service stations. 

To make matters even more competitive for the 
nU companies, independent stations with independent 
aftBpliers got into the act and cut gasoline prices below 
the level at which the average brand service operator 
was able to compete. 

For the past year or two moot major centres in 
Canada have been going through a gas war, whicrh 
hu been pleasant to the irtotorists but a ni^tmare 
to the oil industry. Victoria has come through just 
Hich a one. 

At the moment nearly all service station opera¬ 
tors on V'ancouver Island are buying their gasoline 
on consignment, and they receive a commiaMon of 
Mven cents a gallon. Formerly when they purcha.aed 
their gasoline outright they took a mark-up of ap¬ 
proximately 8.5 cents a gallon. As a rcMilt the 
operators have to increase turnover or lose revenue. 

To make possible this bigger volume of business, 
the oil companies are encouraging operators to get 
Into the general store business. 

The largest Canadian oil company now has 114 
rgitaide lines for its chain of retailers. Another in 
British Columbia is offering tableware at discount 
prices for those who “fill her up.” 

Barbecues, barbecue fuels, and other Hems of 
outdoor living are featured in many local atations. 

The ojl industry foresees that the range of mer- 
chandtse in the service stations will be gradually built 
up. EventuaUv the target of one-stop shopping may 
be reached. The department stores provide it already, 
and the oil companies don't See why they too should 
not get into the act. 

What the public generally, of course, moel wants 
from Its service stations is good service for the car, 
and reasonably priced gasoline, automobile Items and 
maintenance-repair facilities. It also will hope that in 
the new merchandising concept, the move to more 
rightly gas atations wik.bt continued.

The museum traces the his-r 
tory of beer from its origin in{ 
ancient Babylon 3.000 years agol 
to the industrially produced 
beverage of today. Bavarians, 
known for their love of the 
golden barley, malt and hops I 
mixture, claim It's the only! 
beer museum in the world. I

|day were collected over the 
years by the Bavarian Brewers, 
Aasociation, which sponsored' 
flw beer museum now set up!

Cats’ Best Friends 


Are the Hendersons 


Dr. anti Mra. Hugh K. Hendenon^ of 1189 Old E§quimtdt Road, 
are not new to Victoria today. But they were once, some fete years 
ago. Very new. Very surprised. 

They are from Winnipeg; he is a retired dental surgeon, and 
when the day came that they felt they would like to sit hack and take 
life easily, they decided that the Manitoba winters were something they 
could well do without—so they looked westward. 


And they sought advice. Many of their 
friends knew and liked Kelowna and I^eo- 
ticton, and sang them the praises of these 
lakeside towns aa homes for those tai 
search of leisure. But then others said, 
“Oh no! That’s not for you! You’re 
accustomed to life in a busy, sop h istica t ed 
dty. Why, In Penticton and KekMsoa you 
have to walk down little trails throuffa 
the bush to get your mail!" A slander, of 
course, aa of today, but perhaps not so 
much so in earlier years. 


r In any event, atlU interested in a move ta 
this part of the world, the potential ftritlah 
Colu-nblana began to make Inquiriai about 
Vktciia and Vancouver Island, and haea Muqr 
accj'r slated an extraordinary direrallteatlaa 
of In.preasloni.

H.'gh and Josephine Henderson havu no 
family, but -Niey are aalmal lovers, and H seas 
because of this latter fact that I had gano-' 
to set her. Cats are her special love. 

"They need more undrralanding than dogs," 
she said. “And perhaps there aren't aa many 
people to give them that.”

During her life in Winnipeg she was active 
In the Humane Society, and spent aomo 15 
years serving on various committees with mat 
busy and efficient group. She watched it grow 
and prosper, and remembera with much ad¬ 
miration a hard-working, dedicated secTcUaiy. 
named Sally Warnoclc, whose militant ilraggla 
against brutality did much for suffering boasts 
of all-kinds. She was instrumental in briagliig 
guilty owners to Juslica again and agabi, aad 
recalls Mrs. Henderson, "in 40 years Ibo Hit- 
mane Soclcly never loal a court caie." 

She heraall has worked hard lo help loMd 
the Cats Protection League here, although aitrk 
work hadn't really been in her mind wMa 
they firat arrived traai the east. It alartsd 
she explained while they arere living ia a moW 
and looking for a home. They spent a aamaor 
ther-. and from an adjoining collage a faaaUy 
moved out—and abandoned its oat. For moatha 
the lest creature turned up next daar every 
time new tenanta arrived, obviously In tho 
forlorn hop* that aooner or later one of dicoo 


wouln prove to he her owners, returned to save 
her. Of course they never were, and Mrs. Hen¬ 
derson couldn’t stand it. She fed the animal 
dally, then took It in. and eventually found 
it a good home. 

Keither she aor her husband could ever 
reals' an abandoned animal, and as time went 
OB tiey found themseivaa devoting anore and 
aaora lime to their humane eltorts. Scores at 
eala have passed through their bands, because 
they never spot a lost-looking craature without 
lavaligating. Parked once on Johnson Street 
la Ine block above Douglas they came across 
such a one. the first of many found In that 
area, ‘nicy went hock again and again, and 
cllhe. took the eats home, or brought food 
to town. The situation reached a point at which 
waribaa workmen in the block would phong 
them that another starving stray wu haunting 
lha premiaa. and once more the Hendersons 
wouhl take off to the raacue. OccaalonaHy they 
found Ihemaelvea with truly feline typea of, 
guea*v who arere ali strictly incompatible . . . 
and had to be separated and kept In different 
roams, and as the Protection League was then 
in ih infancy, and its members were already 
full up with unfortunates, the Henderaoiw were 
at their wits' end to find homes for the Uttie 
strays. 

They really worked at this. They contacted 
the butcher, the baker, and the candlestick 
aaaker. They rang In a doctor friend and the 
maa who roofed the house. And always, as is 
usually the ease with cals, the supply exceeded 
the demand.

The mts, wild 
though they arere, would come lo him. He ob¬ 
tained caiMoard cartona from the nearest lum¬ 
bar yard, and In Iheae. one by one, the aninials 
ania token to the vet for humane diaponal. 
Bui it was a tragedy which kept them both 
■leepleae for many nighta They were glad 
when the Lime Bay shacka wars rased and ibe 
pitiful Eongregalion dispersed. 

Once In a while, too. they were not happy 
about the homes they found for some of the 
Btrayi. There waa a family who look a rot and 
then kept K shut up in the baacmenl. And 
awre eorelem about leedtng h. They went ott 
on a vIbIi lo the prairlm. ia due murae, and 
Ml the animal in Mra. Hnderaon'a care. She 
dhki't e p p ro v e of ita coaditkm at aU. Sov when

they returned and wanted it back, she blandly 
informed them that M had run away. Or dieiL 
I forget arhlck. But in reality it was doing very 
nicely in a much belter home. 

Theae arc the kind of people w ho take end- 
Icea trouble for the health and comfort of their 
own animals. While living in Winnipeg they 
often spent a good part of each winter ia 
Florida, and their two rots of that era always 
went along. There had to be a specnat Uttlt 
Ice-box in the car for cat Iftod. Just In rose 
they found thcmaelvca at night in some spot 
where none was available: Ihere had to be a 
sandbox, and there had to be a separate sleep¬ 
ing rortoc for each anlasal. And somelimca It 
look a little dme lo find a motel where pels 
were permittad, even with all their special 
cquipinent. It waa, pethapa, as well that the 
motel ownera never knew that mortting always t 
found one rot b e tw een the sheets and the otlwr 
curled up on the rug under the bed! In ce^ 
lain parts of Florida they had lo be on leaahaA 
and aa one of them. Rhubarb, was extremely 
plump, the doctor was obliged to make her a 
special out-aiza hamem! 

The other, Hmmie, nnee crealed quite a 
furore la Winnipeg by disappearing ’ for 
several days, Jooephine Henderson, deeply dio- 
treaaed, walked the stracta, searching. She 
phoned the police, the Humane Society, the 
press, the radio ataUMH.

Molly 
keeps a glass Jar of flowers lashed 
to the base of I'nderwing'a mast. 

In 30 years of cruising coastal 
ivaters. the Bartels have had many 
adventures. 

"A great thing about the waters 
of our Pacific northwest," says 
Mr. Bartels, "is that they are open 
to even the smallest of craft, pro. 
vided a bit of experience la one of 
the shipmates. In my opinion, a 
boat such as ours is probably safer 
than a large one, In these particu¬ 
lar waters. Bring of shallow draft, 
ahe can slide over almoit any thoal 
and in bad weather can put Into 
tiny protected covas that are com¬ 
pletely dosed to deep-draft veaaela. 
With the Underwing's great beam 
of S*t feet she is practtcally non- 
capslzable. while the large cockpit 
affords the utmost comfort for 
two. 

"At night we set up our portable 
eanvaa cabin In a few minutes. It 
consists of only five small plecei 
of spring oak which rest on the 
boom and over which is stretched 
the canvas. It Is first lashed tight¬ 
ly fore and aft and then the sides 
are fastened down snugly to the 
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aides of the boat. We then dip on 
the bow section, which has two 
large celluloid windows, than tha 
stem place and the two places of 
ceUuioid which fit Into the open¬ 
ings In the aide. One can hardly 
call them portholes becauaa they 
are square and m,uch largar la 
proportion than the orthodox port¬ 
holes of the average boat" 

This canvas cabin gives the Bw- 
lela standing room. It also glvoo 
the boat the appearance of a cov¬ 
ered wagon. Meals arc prepared 
on a home-made stove, really a 
camp stove, that fits under one of 
the seats. Lilting a panri, the stove 
la ready for use. 

In 1938 these ventureeoroo oail- 
on voyaged in llietr tiny craft 
from Voncouev rto Skagway, 
Alaaka. This waa the moat daring 
ot all their exploits. 

The only nuvigatlon Dudley Bar- 
tela knows, he says, ia what ha 
taught himself, helped by the use 
of common sense. 

By June 14 (hey were rMdy for 
the run across stormy Queen Char¬ 
lotte Sound. They had some bad 
tide rlpa at the end of the channel, 
but the outer sea was calm except 
(or a long ground swell. The sky 
was slightly doudy and a heavy 
mist hung over the water, but as 
they had visibility of a good mila, 
this did not bother them much. 
They started about 4 a.m. and 
about 10 a.m. reached MUIbrook 
Cove in Smith Sound, and decided 
te celebrate the end of this open 
water by stopping for lunch. But 
when they found a beautiful 
stream and the ruins of a flaher 
man's house, they were' lured Into 
remaining overnight, eapedally am 
they found a perfect spot In the 
stream to scrub the family wash¬ 
ing. ' 

It took them three dayi to croas 
Queen Charlotte Sound, but were 
fortunate in good weather most of 
the trip. 

After leaving Queen Charletta 
and Millbank Sound, they wart 
aoon in the moia protected waters 
of Grenville Channel and the in¬ 
side paaaaie to Skagway. 

They callcsl at Prince Rupert, 
Juneau, Ketchikan, Petersburg 
and Haines on the way to Skag¬ 
way, as well as many other small¬ 
er places. 

The couple had one unpleasant 
scare anchored off Taku Glacier. 
They bad J u ■ t finished eating 
when a huge piece of the glacier 
broke off and plunged Into tha 
water. Dudley lo^ed up and could 
see a great wave rushing towards 
them. It was an anxioua moment, 
but the Underwing rode H hap¬ 
pily. They had a similar experi¬ 
ence at Dawes Glacier. 

The return trip from Skagway 
to Vancouver was leisurely. 

Singe then, their yearly excur¬ 
sions take them as far north as 
Stuart Island in the Euclataws and 
all way points.

/yO(f of UM umuld like to have 
the lime (and money) to go to 
AUuka, but how many are aware 
that a capmtle view of typieal In¬ 
side Passage country can be seen 
from a ship which covers about a 
fifth of the length of the east coast 
of Vartcouver Island? 

Hera is the trae-fiinfed channel, wind¬ 
ing deep and g reen between thick growth 
of fir, hemlock, and cedar ■— the occa- 
aionai snow-touched peak — the tiny ports 
with their logging activity, fishing boats, 
the occasional Japanese ore-loaders, and 
the north-bound freighters. Here are the 
little Inlands dotting the channel ("They 
say there's a hermit living on that one— 
rowed In, been there two months—only 
a young man, too”). 

Hrre are ihe floali where the moored craft 
may quite Hkely be a float plane, the aettlw 
mi<nla where the wharfinger may alao be the 
arhool principal — or the undertaker. Here 
la the country where the water taxi'a "milk 
run" indudas the mall and may have a pareri 
aa blaerra aa a hopeleaaly alcfc cat "to be 
dn’ppad overboard half-way to Beaver Cove."

I let Vancouver Island Coach Unea be my 
chauffeur to Keiaey Bay. Baaldea, the road 
from Camphall Blvar Berth la not yet one od

Kekay Bay la a company town wtach baa 
lota at cllmbbig flowera, but It could do wMi 
a palal Job. 

We (aeveral people who had been "eutsMa" 
on bualMM and were returning en aame, a 
few travelleni bound on the good old aummer 
peallme of visiting reUllves. a collection of 
miscrUaneoua tood and other neceaaary freight, 
and I| boarded Ooaat Ferrlea' Island Princeaa 
In weathar I have heard described aa "soft." 

II wouldn't get you wet, but it wouldn't dry 
you out, cither. 

Three bonrs' run between hlBe and islanda 
whose rich green was softly greyed In haimony 
with the mood of the aftecnocai bcought ua 
Into Baavar Cove.

The 
Round and Complete Harriet waa nearing tha 
end of loading her Oiare of Ihe 35.000 Iona 
monthly pnaluctlou of the NImpkiach Iron 
Mine. 

I talked with a couple who Uvea at this 
company's "Camp A" (few Anuta Lake) and 
who seemed sad at the prospect of a move when 
Ihe present mining operation la completed. "We 
have trumpeter swans on our lawn when tha 
lake la high." the wife told me. 

Beaver Cove was of especial interest ts bm 
because I had the experience of seeing a log¬ 
ging train launch its cargo with a satisfying 


and various government offices tnciuding tha

From the Cormoiant Island crmmunlly it 
Is possi'ole to see cunsidcrahle tcnitory by 
water taxi or by Heat plane, catching the 
Island Princess a ilay or so later. The travel¬ 
ler with only a couple of days to spend may 
prefer to stay with the ship all Ihe way, con¬ 
fining his shore-leave to the cargo loading 
stops.

Some travrItfTs may choose to stay In the 
small nctel In SisiiluJa. For a clean, quiet, rest¬ 
ful place, this cvmnunity Is probably unequal¬ 
led in the bustling north of today. There are 
beautiful woodlaml trails through some of the 
finest cedar stands on the coast. Even the 
bachHors’ houses aie rose-covered. 

The name,' which means “harmony" in Fin¬ 
nish, doesn't quite tell the turbulent story of 
the people’s etforts to be a sell^ustalning co¬ 
operative colony. 

Today, the majority of Sointula men are 
fishermen, and su, ressiul ones by all accounts. 
A Sointula m.-rn. l.Aail Jarvis, is credited with 
the invention of the diurn-seine method of fish¬ 
ing. 

The colony, as such lasted less tiran five 
years, but the ro-opei alive spirit which inspired 
it has survived lo give Sointula some excellent 
puUic buildings and other amenities, all built 
by volunteer labor. The school, which employs 
1 principal and seven teachers, was so built 
for an oil^ nal governmeat outlay of $500, ex¬ 
panded frequently since. 

"We have another child, we build a room."

So was the centennial swimming pool, a fine, 
large, cimi'ar, concrete structure designed to 
use sea-water. Unfortunately I landtx] on a day 
when It was drained for cleaning.

splash. This was a surprise because of the 
taapresaion that the logging railway has had 
Ha day. Appwreoiiy much of that near Beaver 
Cava waa built only half a dozen or so years 
■go. There'a life tar the old locie yet! — At 
this property, anyway. 

Adjacent Telegraph Cove is aomellmes a 
worry lo navigators because the Utile harbor 
ia ao sheltered It's hard lo find when shore 
lights are out. We didn't call. The Island Prin- 
eeaa would have to back all the way out again. 

Alert Bay is one of the busiest places of its 
size that I have ever seen. Big boats, little boats, 
float planes — something seemed to be tying 
ap or taking off every minute. Four smart l.v- 
palnled glilnetlers “with one man steering and 
the other three playing poker" aa someone 
aaarby observed, bore down purposefully, put¬ 
ting one in mind somehow of a team of pre¬ 
cision ke-skalers; but I was cheated out of a 
hoped-for picture when they had to alter course 
to avxdd a large vcdael which was taking up 
most of the main dock space. Everywhere I 
WM Imp r ess ed by the excellent upkeep of fish¬ 
ing cralt. 

Alert Bay seems to be doing all right. The 
■tores are bright and busy. As one Victorian 
I met on shipboard remarked. "I'm In Ihe 
wrong racket; I riiould be up here." 

Some rather dilapitaied Indian houses mar 
the main street, but it is a pleasure to note 
that many ef the younger Indians arc build¬ 
ing good houses which are a credit to the com¬ 
munity. There ia a large Anglican school, at- 
Iractively pillared by bright totem poles, for 
Indian children, as wdl as integrated schooling 
in this "half and half" settlement. The little old 
Anglican church, framed in treea, is an attrac¬ 
tive landmark. ■■ la the totem cemetery. 

Alert Bay la at present the logical over¬ 
night stopptnr place, with two. hotels, head¬ 
quarters for water taxi and float plane service.

Local option has been 
twice turned down, and the 2000 lumen street 
lights serve to UJuminate only iK«t houses and 
gardens, a few storea, and a beautifully-kept 
cemetery. The lush coastal forest Is reclaiming 
much ome-farmed land, 

Soiniula Is unusual in having absolutely no 
Indian population. The Indbins believe that 
Malcolm Island, on which Uie settlement is 
situated, came up out ot the sea and will one 
day return whence it came. They avoid it. 

Port MeNelU, northernmost Vancouver Is¬ 
land poit of call for the Island Princess, is the 
logical jumping-off place for islanders wishing 
to see something of our "top end" by road. 
It must be understood, howe\’er, that all roads 
leading out of Port McNeill are (Rayonlerl 
company logging roads, accessible by permis¬ 
sion only, after logging hours; and that there 
is at piesent absolutely no public accommoda¬ 
tion to be had. This situation is expected to be 
changed by the end of the year with the con¬ 
struction of a planned hotel. Port Hardy has 
the only hotel, and reaervatioiis are essentiaL 

Purl MeNelU has in fact a lot of big plans. 
The company, which operates its tree-farming 
program un a SO-year rotation baaia. la en¬ 
couraging employees and otiters to buy lota 
and build, and there ia a scvuiidary industry 
area set apart.

MURDER SOMETIMES 


For upwards of thirty odd years I seem to have been stashing atcay hits and 
pieces of memorabilia connected mostly with the western crime scene. Many are 
photographs that range from the judiciary to the corpus delicti. Some, seemingly 
meaningless, are silent links with some extraordinary bits of drama. 


In such ■ categorj is the pic¬ 
ture of a laundry nsark I turned 
out the other day, a somewhat 
uninteresting group of hierogly¬ 
phics with a fold of linen show^ 
ing below. My guess is they were 
photographed with a fingerprint 
camera, a sort of box Brownie 
affair that you pressed close tO/ 
the cloth, a bank of flashlight cells 
glowing within and the picture 
snapped. These same waterproof 
symbols were thought once to 
hold the key to a perfect crime; 
instead, they yielded, an answer 
that was somewhat droll. 


The locale was flat and uninteresting 
Sea Bird Island, built of years of Fraser 
River silt and lying west of Hope and six 
miles from Agassiz. Across it nm the 
CPR tracks heading for the Canyon. On 
the Mand is the bleak whistle stop station 
of Waleach, and near it once stood the 
twoatorey frame houae of section boss 
Angelo SergnkHto. 


ll i*ai on ■ March momlnt It yean aao lhal 
Anedo didn't turn up for work, so around 11 
o'clock one of his section hands, a young Indian, 
banged at the door. 

Getting no answer and Sguring perhaps that 
Angelo was sick, the youth returned in the after- 
nosn with one of Sergninlto's close friends, Ross 
Gthoon. poultryman at the Government Experi¬ 
mental Farm at Agassiz. 

The pair found all windows and doors tight 
shat, but eventually Gibson broke a basement 
windnse, and climbing through made his way up- 
stairs. There he found Sergniotto lying face 
down near the doorway of living room, his broken 
spectacles still on his nose, tus legs crossed at 
the ankles. He was dead. 

On the living room table beside the still- 
buming oil lamp were some railroad reports he 
had been working on. Although It was now nearly 
five in the afternoon, still there was a little oil 
in the lamp.

TWO CMAIBS were found tipped backward in 
the living room giving bivestigalors the idea that 
perhaps some sudden argument preceded the 
slabbing. After the stabbing the murderer took 
a bunch of keys from his victim's pocket, left by 
the back door (locking it after him), then went 
to an adjoining tvoodshed and chicken Ixxise 
where lie spilled a gallon or se of coal oil over 
the woodpile and igitted it with a match. Tossing 
the keys on the earth floor, lie shut the door, 
snapped on tlie paidlock. and departed. 

Fortunately the fire went out thrntigh lack of 
air. The two-gallon oil can being rough and 
rusty revealed no fingerprints, but it was traced 
as being Sergniotto's property. Wlilch meant 
that if the murderer didn't bring It with him. )m 
might have known witere it was. 

One tiling was sure; Sergniotto didn't antici¬ 
pate any violent termination to his life the niglit 
he was murdered, and in addition had an ap¬ 
pointment with a Chilliwack dentist tlie next after¬ 
noon. Friend Ross Gibson was going to pick him 
up and drive him in. 

After a photographic record was made and the 
body removed, the wiiole liouse was combed 
almost Inch by inch by experts lone was ttie 
province's analytical chemist, now a McGill lec-

lurerl but not a single additional clue dnehiped. 
The linoleum waf taken up, and even two small 
spots of blood on'l bathroom mirror were Uaced, 
via a styptic pencil in tlie nearby cabinet, as 
arising from a shaving cut on Sergniotto's chin. 


Unexplained 


ONLY THINGS unexplained were a towel and 
a wliite sort of liousecoat found in Die Uving 
room behind a chesterfield. 

There were no footprints outside, no wlieel 
tracks, no car had been heard, and lour RCMP 
tracking dogs brought from Vancouver found no 
strange scent. Nearest neighbors, a peaceable, 
law-abiding Indian family living a hundred yards 
away had heard notliing. The mother was last to 
see Angelo, ai-ound 5:30 te night of the murder 
when he went to hia wen for a bucket at 
water. 

In ever-widening circles tlie Investigation failed 
to turn up any chance travellers in the vieinity, 
anyone who might have come by rail, with or 
without a ticket. So far as could be a.scertained 
Angelo had no enemies, no involvement with 
liquor, women or gambling; he belonged to no 
secret or fraternal society, seldom visited Van- 
, couver and had liDle link with its Italian colony. 
His only relative in Canada was a cousin in 
Nanaimo whom he hadn't seen for years. 

Nothing was learned from the mail in tha 
houae, and there had been no recent long dio- 
tance calls or telegrams. 

All of which left the police with a towel 
and a dustcoat, the former bearing the mark 
"G M H Co" and the latter a laundry mark.

In other words, U Brahms had written "Flat 
Foot Fkmgey" or BeeMtoven "Wabash Blues," 
wvMild they not be reversed ft a sslrs ? In Mie 
minds of some of the most dedicated olaaaicistB 
I am sure they would. Mr. Harris' Sth and 
Dvorak's "New World" symphonies both Indi¬ 
cate something along these lines in that the in- 
duaion of thein of simple, previously composed 
melodies have, so to speak, invested those 
same melodies with qailt .shiny halos. 

Ihus "classical" music achieves something 
of Ms reputation by Its associations as well as 
by its merits. Sometimes It ntay be reasonably 
suspected that the a.ssodationa even take the 
place of Hie merits, particularly arherc the 
latter are coiwpieuoualy absent.

I THINK THAT SYNPHONICB have to 
make a special and continuing effort to dispel 
an impresdon that they think Mielra Is the 
only "good" music in the world. The assertion 
anyway. Is open to hot dispute but even If it 
were true it is a political and economic nigger 
in the musical woodpile. 

Symphony tends to achieve an air of ex- 
dusieeneas which, though seemingly sweet, H 
actually most unhealthy for all ooneemed. 

It stems from various cauaes not the least 
of which seems to be heredity. The daasicsl 
composerii and their compositions nourished 
largely under patronage: royal, noble, ecclesi¬ 
astical. There acre such as the Prince Eater- 
hazy. Prince Leopold, the Duke of Mannheim, 
the Bishop of Salzburg and many others, not 
exduding Tschalkowsky's "Best Friend" as he 
himself called her—Nadejda von Meek. 

This patronage by the selected few still aur- 
Ttvea in spirit If not In fact and great care Is 
needed to dispel any impression that. In con¬ 
sequence. the symphony belongs solely to the 
lew. 

Secondly, symphony music for the vast 
majority of people resides a long way from 
entertainment. Sympliony devotees and 
scholars win be the first not only to admit 
but likewise to view with considerable satto- 
faction the fact that their music requires 
study and understanding and lots of both. 
Victoria programa have contained such explan¬ 
atory (?» notes as: “It U a gentle, tranquil 
aubjecl In descending thirds." or: "Note par- 
ticulaiiy the arabesque’ epiaode hi this Ro- 
mance. with the violin figuratiom prominent 
in the key df D major", or: “TTie oboe, accom- 
paned by pizzicato cellaa. has a bewltohli« 
little C major theme In three-quarter time, 
then the strings break into a crisp, itiythndcai 
prarto." Thess notes just brisUa with "ger- 
mtnal motifs," txalao." -^ordiealm tuttto" 
"fugues." "cadenzas." "tempi” and heaven 
alone knows whal aiae.

"Moon Love” emerges from the slow 
theme of Tachalhowsky's 5th Symphony.

— "Yea" fw the Presi¬ 
dent tnow "ex" ki fact), "No" lor mUkary 
rule. But apart from hard-oorc groupa, there 
■caoied little heart in the opposition. And aud- 
dwily wo almost alu m kted over one lone, old 
Indian woman, squatting amid the milling feet, 
pladdly doing a roaring business In selling Ice¬ 
cream cones to troops and mob alike. And, sure 
enough, there were the inevitable shoeahine 
boys, their laces split tai th ir usual grins, 
frantically aiming their rags at any loot they 
could seize. 

Back in our rootn, our progrcaa repart ended 
abruptly as new sounds rose frosn the street— 
the crash of iron bars on shuttera. Oie tinkla of 
broken glass, and the yells which anyone who 
has experienced them knows mean “loot". Then, 
suddenly, the rising clatter of hoofs above the 
din. .Two waves of cavalry swept down frcoi 
the Plaza, carbines slung, swords glinting, dear- 
big the street as thay went by; behind them, 
moving at a steady pace, two aheulder-to- 
ihoulder lines of siael-helmeted Intanliy, lhair 
fixed bayonels levelled. In momenta, the whole 
Mock was cleared, the ensuing silenae, abrupt 
to the point of uncaimlneaa, only hrokan by 
distant ahouta, our daughter's enlhnalaalW plaa 
for thk cavalry to return, and Uw young wife 
of the American boUniat crying "Unbelievable 
. . . Just like the movlea!" 

Night came with the 6 p.m. suddenew af 
Ow tropics. With it, contending rumors aolidi- 
fled Into fact. AroBemena had given in,' had 
been placed aboard an aircraft for Panama. A 
"toqua de qued"—ourfaw—had been proclaimed 
hy the military Junta; everyone off tiw streets 
from • p.m. to 6 a.m. The country was under 
military law and all communlcatiens bi their 
hands. The big questions now were, would the 
whole of the armed forces obey the Junta or 
would some oppose themT Would the Commu- 
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idata, lelativelp small In numbers, but highly 
organWad, mabk this an opportunity to slags 
a couBler-revolt and seize poworT And whal 
would Guayaquil, Ecuador's biggest dly and 
lough seaport, do? In the answers lay the proe- 
pecta of speedy peace or, perhaps, prolonged 
and bitter dvU war. 

Roof-Top Lookout 

We went up on the hotel roof bi the darb- 
ness. There was a burst of firing, then a henry 
explosion, which sent us ducking for the shelter 
of Uto e^ng. A Molotov coriitatl had bean 
hurled at a tank soma way up the street. Then 
the cavalry again, paaslng at the gallop, the 
infantry cordon parting to let them through. 
Others had Joined ua, peering down at the 
troope immediately bci^. A iMiky kbot, whose 
native tongue was nellher English nor Spanish, 
lesned ovm the coping, called out "Monkeys!" 
to the Iroopa. laughed at them. They glanced 
up, and that tense moaaent, wttk every roof¬ 
top a potential hide-out for their enamies, 
could wen have meaat our deatha . . . 

As night advaaoad, the acaticred ahoeting 
died. A few characters who ahoaled at the 
troops were clobbered. Toutha whMIlng and 
Jeering Irani a nmuky baleoiqr wars Ignored. 
An eerie stillnem auc c ee d ad . . . Not a aoul in 
the Btreeta save tbs tensely watchful trsops; 
scarcely a sound except the ooeaakinal scurry 
of military Jeopa, and that af eburdi beUa ring- 
Ing out, startlingly loud. aeraoB the town. 
Until, all of a sudden, there would be bunts of 
gunfire, then silence again. A few very drunk 
drunks weaved their way to the lines of the 
troops, were ctiher Ignored or watched In 
amusement, staggered on, unmolekted despite 
the curlew, with the Latin tolerance that acema 
always to extend to such. 

We went to bed to tha sound of the cavalry 
palrob paaslng and re-pasabig below our wka- 
dowB. 

The barrier of infantry was suddenly with¬ 
drawn. There was the approadiing clatter and

Most of us have fallen into the belief that 
Africa had no hlatory at all before the white 
man arrived to Inaugurate the colonial era a 
century or so ago. The old continent, it would 
seem, stewed in its black barbarism till the firat 
E^iropean navigators appeared. The existence 
of massive elaborate ruins such as thoM of 
Zimbabwe in southern Rhodesia, obviously the 
work of a highly skilled civillution, did not 
faxe these theorists. Zimbabwe, they argued, 
had been part of "King Solomon's Mines," or 
the Queen of Sheba's, or some such fanciful 
notion. 

Mr. Davidson has now set the record 
straight by assembling in a single popular book 
what investigations have uncovered of Africa's 
past, and pretty startling findings they art, 
tea uven though some of them are baaed an 
supposition. Far from being the great Uaak 
place we were wont to display on the map^ 


chase, with Pr of ra ao r Baker what- 
ting our appctttea tor rtvilatlona 
aa he tartagt us doaer to our 
quarry.

Since htock Africa In dastlned to rceelvo 
Ihal opportunlly hefora long, wo shall sae for 
ouraetu ea . Fbnanally, I agrao with the author 
that (he African wiU tioo to the challenge. 


If any novel looks likely to set the nterary dovecotes buzz¬ 
ing, it is this one by Carlos Baker. The author, professor of 
Engli^ at Princeton, is an authority on Earnest Hmlngway, and 
is in fact currently engaged on his official biography. The Laad 
of Rumbelow is also about an English professor and his delving 


into the past of a famous nov¬ 
elist whose biography he is 
writing. 

At this point the reader wiH 
probably Jump to the conclusion 
that Professor Baker la drawing 
on his own experience in prepar¬ 
ing the Hemingway book. Not aa 
His novel is the purest fiction, ad- 
n^tedly put together from fam¬ 
iliar material, but so compleiriy 
transfigured thsl it has no bearing 
on the author’s present assign¬ 
ment. 

It isn't difficult to picture Pro- 
fmeor Baker smiling to himself as 
he drops mislesdlng dues all ot'er 
the place. His celebrity-author is 
one Nldiolas Kemp, whose home 
is Idaho. (Isn't that where Hem¬ 
ingway died? Right.) Moreover, 
in one passage Professor Baker 
throws dust on the trail by com-

Promptly there teas a de¬ 
mand from the members of the first Provincial Legis- 
tsnure that their indemnities be raised. They had not, 
hotvever, said they uoanted a reuse when they were

In this they were exactly 
the same as members of today. 
Last April when candidates 
were running for the House of 
Commons there was not a men¬ 
tion on the hustings that 
$10,000 a year was not enough. 
However, it was not long, once 
they were safely elected, be¬ 
fore the members raised their 
own pay to $18,000 a year. 

It'i the ume In Britiah CoUmnbta 
today. In 1960, when CMidIdatea 
were runnint for the S3 seals in 
, our provincial legislature there 
was not a word that IB.OOa a year 
was poor stuff. But, at the session 
af 1961 there were rumbles among 
the MLAs that the peop'-e were 
treating them In shabby lashlon. 
The grumblings reached a cres¬ 
cendo Ihia year and Premier Ben- 
net succumbed and raised their 
pay to 66,400 a year. And be put 
his pay up, too. 

We might say' It was ever thus. 

In 1873 The Victoria Standard was 
horrified beieuse members of the 
legislature wanted to raise their 
pay from SS to $7 a day. Gnmried 
The Standard; “The conduct of 
bon. members of the Legislaliva 
Aaacmbly In voting the sum of 
$6,900 out of the public treasury 
and into their own pockets has 
given occasion for comments not 
of the most complimentary charac¬ 
ter on the part of those within the 
charmed circle that constitutes 
the 'legislative wisdom' of the 
province. 

**It is not such a difficult matter 
Cor people to protect themselves 
against raids from without. Inter¬ 
nal raiders are the most dangerous 
customers Inasmuch as they are 
srilhin easy reach of the object 
they desire to attain and the better 
prepared to take by surprise those 
who may be Interesled in deles ling 
their schemes for plunder." 

While the editor of IW Calaalst 
burned the midnight oil replying 
Ip this, the bachelors of Cowichan 
were having a ball. To give us 
Burcease for a lew minutes from 
that tk-klish, controversial ques¬ 
tion of more pay for elected rep- 
rasentativaa. Irt us read In full 
What The Standard said of that 
np-Ialand party:

■le farmers — On Friday evening 
the bachelors af Cowichan aaaem- 
bled their friend and held their 
amual ball which proved to be 
Iwhal everything undertaken by 
the people of that flourishing aet- 
tisment is) a complete success.

"Gay was everyone, as fairies 
spiriting 'neath a moonlit sky; and 
all unheeded by the festive throng 
the hours sped away until daylight 
broke above the eastern horizon, 
when the light fantastic ceased to 
wag.

Amor de Cosmos, who hsd 
founded The t'otoalst, was by this 
tinte editor of Tlie Standard, also 
the Premier of British Columbia 
and Victoria representative in the 
House of Commons. De Cosmos 
said that before legislative mem¬ 
bers could gel a pay Increase the 
voters should approve, as in the 
United States. 

The CohiaM sought to put the 
bumptious de Cosmos in his place: 
"During the present session of the 
Dominion Parliament Mr. de Cos¬ 
mos Joined In a ‘round robin' to 
have the indemnities of the mem¬ 
bers raised to 61.000 pw session.- 
It was so raised and ha pwkeia^ 
the increase. Not a word ffiAlkMBe 
about a reference to the people. 
He was elected to represent a con¬ 
stituency in the federal parliament 
for five years. Not a word of com¬ 
plaint escaped his lips as to the 
Inadequacy of the indemnity when 
he was seeking the suffrages of 
the electors. He was all aglow with 
patriotism then. 

"But he goes fresh from the 
hustings and at the very first ses¬ 
sion doubles his own pay. Not a 
word about consulting the dear 
people then. Oh. no! The 61.000 is 
pocketed without a qualm of con¬ 
science and he regrets it wasn't 
$ 2 , 000 ." 

The indemnity argument was 
forgotten, no doubt, at festive 
events on the outskirts of Virtoria, 
as reported in The Standard: "A 
social dinner — A party number¬ 
ing between 40 and 90, met by in¬ 
vitation at the residence of H. Hel- 
geaon. of Sherwood, Metchowin 
district. The dinner was got up 
under the supervision of Mrs. Hei- 


the most recherche style. 

“The cloth ^ng removed, danc¬ 
ing commenced and was kept up 
with unrelendng energy 'til the 
bright rays Of Phoebus dispelled 
the clouds of night. The music was 
under the able leadership of Mr. 
Haynes of this city." 

Beading through the news¬ 
papers of the early 1870 b 1 read 
abwt another party that must in¬ 
deed have been quite an affair and 
it raged, one might say, while the 
sessional pay was debated. 

Tbs Colaalsl reported: "The 
longest ball ever known — The 
usually quiet town of Clinton, 
whose winter population numbers 
13 males, was enlivened by a balL 
Ladies and gentlemen came from 
all parts — some travelling 300 
miles — to attend. 

“All. the hotel beds being full, 
the stores of Foster and Beedy 
were thrown open for the accom¬ 
modation of lodgers. The bail took 
place at Smith’s Clinton Hotel and 
was actuaUy — we teU no fib — 
kept up Six days and njghta. 

"On two occasions during the 
week the guests were Invited to 
visit Harper's ainton mills, about 
ilttee and a half miles distant, and 
went there in sleighs. They were 
regaled by Mr. Jerome Harper 
with champagne lunches and they 
toasted and cheered their generous 
hoot vigorously. The whole affair 
passed off happily and without the 
occurrence of a single untoward 
incident." 

Jerome Harper. I found, a short 
time after this came to Victoria, 
probably to rest up after “ths 
longest baU ever known," in svhich 
he played so Important a part. 

He was on the dock the day the 
steamer Ajax departed for San 
Francisco, carrying his brother 
Thaddeus, who was bound for his 
home in VirginU and who. said 
"has been associated 
with his brother, Mr. Jerome Har¬ 
per in the stock business and is 
universally respected as a citizen 
rtty**"*’''*^* worth and strict integ. 

A few weeks later Jerome Har¬ 
per de^rted for San Francisco, 
fronf whence soon came word that 
he “has become hopelessly insane" 
■nd a year Uter; "Death in a bath 
— It la reported in San Fran- 
ctMco that Mr. Jerome Harper has 
found dead In a bathtub In 
San FrancUco. The unfortunate 
^tieman had been mentally af- 
fected for some time." 

One wonders today If H was “the 
ksRgest ball aver known" or ihe 
fierce row about pay for elected 
representatives that affected poor 
H«n«er’s mental health 
Allnight dances are not too 
much of a worry these days, but

This is difficult to answer 
because it depends upon how 
quickly the present research 
Studies can be completed. How¬ 
ever, it la the intention of all 
concerned to get this school 
Into opA-aiion as quickly as 
possible. 


Much has tieea saM aad written in recent months 
regardlnic the need for n centre to train adults. Some 
of It has been Inci and some of M has been fancy. 
This is an important problem, and the following 
information has been assembled in an effort to clear 
Ihe sir. 

Hie school board has been faced for several 
years with a strong demand by the people of this 
area for an aduH Institute—one in which students 
leaving high school could obtain training for em¬ 
ployment. 

The board has also been faced with the need 
for senior matricuhilion elasses—partly because of 
changing regnlatians, partly because of rcononiirs, 
and partly because many students are not ready to 
enter the college atmosphere. 

The board recognixes that advancing technology 
demands a man or woman must have a higher stand¬ 
ard of educatioa than ever before in order to cope 
with the more complex and technical probleins of 
today. 

It has become obvious facilities must be pro¬ 
vided to fulfill this educational void. 

Financial Assistance 


Available 


W'hat will the school cost? 

Until final surveys are made 
it is difficult to estimate how 
much an institution such as 
this will cost. However, it ia 
envisioned that a school simi¬ 
lar in sUc to Lanadowne Junior 
High School might be an initial 
unit, which could be added to 
as the need arose. 

Financial aid is available 
from both the federal and pro¬ 
vincial governmenta by way of 
grants. 

Under the Technical and Vo¬ 
cational Traiiting Assistance 
Act, "the federal minister of 
labor can enter into Sgree- 
mertts with Ihe provinces to 
provide financial assistance in 
two areas; Operating coats and 
capital co.sts for certain tech¬ 
nical and vocational training 
pioBrams.” 


However, Ibe granU are very 
genrmaH and will cover a 
large part of both oonslnic- 
Uoa aad operating eosts. 

The Greater Victoria School 
Board ia the elected body rep¬ 
resenting the people of this 
area in educational matters. It 
carries out the will of (he elec¬ 
tors and provides the leader- 
.ship necessary in this growing 
community. 

They realize this is an im¬ 
portant step in the life of Vic¬ 
toria and every precaution 
must be taken to ensure any 
money invested will be used 
to Ihe best advantage. 

They believe this facility will 
not only be-a valuable asset to 
the people of V’lclorla and dis¬ 
trict. but also that It has be¬ 
come essential to the well being 
of the aiea. 


Centre Needs 2 Programmes 


It la envisioned the propose*! adult edu- 
caiion cenu« would require racilltlos for 
teaching courses relating to two main pro- 
giammes: 

• Vocational-technical training and 

• General education. 

Vocational'tachnlcal training would be 

comprised mainly of a group of "core sub¬ 
jects" which would be taught continuoualy 
Ihroughout the year or the training session, 
and a group of "correlated subjects" which 
would be offered from time to lime, when 
need lequired; these would be of short 
duration and might be Integrated with the 
teaching of core subjects or taught sep¬ 
arately. 

VocMlonal courses — Building trades, 
autbmo^ve trade, hotel, motel and restaur¬ 
ant trades, Industrial trades, commerce, 
service trsdes, horlicultuic. and eommer 
rial art arc presently being considered. 

Ihchnkal course#—Eltctronlcs, marine 
and stationary engintering, mechanical and 
arehitactural drawing.

These are the obvious courses suggested 
for this area; but they may be added to or 
deleted from the final program after de¬ 
tailed study. They win be up to date, in 
tensive courses designed to train a student 
for specific employment 

General education- High school general

Thus a student could save a year of 
waiting or of repetition and, during his at¬ 
tendance at the proposed school, he or she 
could take vocational or technical training, 
or even be employed locally on a part time 
or fun time basl& 


Not Intended for 
School-Age Students 

It is not intended an adult educatioa school 
should allraci sludeniM from the rcKulaj* paths of 
ediicalion. Oa IJie coatrary, students would be en¬ 
couraged to remain in school and to reach the high¬ 
est level of which they are capable. 

' New Trades Necessary 
In Lifetime 


\\ hv i.n atiiili M'iioul need¬ 
ed? 

C. R Fold cl the federal 
depottmcnl of Isbor has said: 
"We must now accept the fact 
this is the first generation in 
history In uhieh a man will 
be required to change his occu¬ 
pation and learn a new trade 
three to live times during his 
Irfctime.” 

The impliearions of this 
statement are tiemendous. In 
simple terms it means provi¬ 
sion must be made for train¬ 
ing adults as well as young 
people In the skills and knowT- 
erlge required-of Ihe new tech¬ 


niques as they develop. 

If the people of this area 
are to compete in the years 
ahead, opportunities must be 
provided for learning the new 
skills. The old eoBcept that 
schooling Is for children onl.v 
Is obnolrle. 

Adults need training, and 
facilities are not available at 
present 

In Vancouver K has been 
found young people Just out 
of suhool work harder, do bet¬ 
ter work, and assume a more 
serious approach to their 
studies while attending l)>e 
adult type centres. 


What Has Been Done? 


A meeting was arranged in 
Central Junior High School 
May 2, 1963. at which repre¬ 
sentatives of labor, manage¬ 
ment, and education acre In¬ 
vited. 

The response was enthusi¬ 
astic and the group unani¬ 
mously endorsed Ihe proposi¬ 
tion a centre for adult educa¬ 
tion should be developed by 
the school boeixL 

An advisory board, composed 
of community leadeis was ap¬ 
pointed and is working with 
•'he school bc>ard 

The bc>aid feels that to be 
succe.ssful, Ihe school should 
reflect and fulfill the needs of 
the community. A gieat deal of 
information has been assem¬ 


bled but, in an effort to explore 
every possible means of mak 
ing this an effective Institu¬ 
tion suited to the particular 
needs of Victoria, letters have 
been tent to many people and 
organizations asking for their 
comments and Ideas, 

What type of centre is en¬ 
visioned? 

Intensive study indicates a 
compreher;sive centre is re¬ 
quired combining the best fea¬ 
ture of a vocational school, a 
technical Institute, an art 
school, and an academic centre. 

It would operate during the 
day and evening, all year 
round, and would serve that 
large section of the population 
which docs not go to univer¬ 
sity. 


Basic Skills 


In general, the school would 
increase Ihe employability of 
those who attended by devd- 
nping basic •skills In various 
vocations, by upgrading anji 
retraining those seeking ad¬ 
vancement or re-employment, 
and by providing opportuni¬ 
ties for individuals to improve 
their aeademle education. 

It would. In short, provide 
a whole new set of educational 
opportunities beyond the reg¬ 
ular school pattern. 

Who would be trained in 
an adult education centre? 

• Toung people who have 
left srhool and require voca¬ 
tional skills, or must Improve 
their genera] education In 
oixler to prepare them for em¬ 
ployment. 

• The unemployed who 
have been displaced and who 
require new skills and knowl¬ 
edge to obtain employment 

• Men and women pres¬ 
ently employed but who re¬ 
quire more training to hokl 
tlielr present posMion. 
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• Apprentices under con¬ 
tract. 

• Employed workers who 
require short intensive courses 
(seminarsI to become acquaint¬ 
ed with new equipment, ma¬ 
terials and knowledge as it is 
developed. 

• Persons who were pre¬ 
viously skiUed but due to lack 
of practice now require a short 
refresher course to prepare for 
re-employment.

Employment opportunities exist In the techni¬ 
cal, service, business, and professional fields, but 
are rapidly disappearing in the unskilled and semi- 
.skilled fields. 

The shifting pattern of the labour force, as seen 
by research conducted in Canada and the United 
•States, gives dramatic evidence at the concentration 
of employment in Jobs requiring more highly trained 
and better educate people. There is a great deal of 
evidence to support this statement. For example: 


Job Retrainins 
Necessary 


• Eishty per cent ot unemployed have less than high 
school education -most of them leas than Grade 8. This 
is most serious smong the under 25 age group — they 
cannot find a job because tbey have no skill to scU an 
employer. 

• In 1962 the forest Industry In British Columbia cm 
ployed, on the average, only 75 per cent as many persons 
as in 1949, even though production has risen substan¬ 
tially, Mechanization haa increased production but has 
reduced the number of unskilled workers. 

h In British Columbia, In the urban areas in particular, 
many companies demand Grade 12 standing for entry 
to any Job for men. 

• In the last decade, every large industry which has 
grown In size has increased its professional, office, and 
highly-skilled stall while decreasing its unskilled and pro¬ 
duction staff. 


* * * 

• The director of vocational training for the federal de 
partment of labour, C R. Ford, points out that, in the 
past decade, employment In professional occupations has 
increased 70 per cent, skilled 30 per cent, and white collar 
34 per cent. At the same time, unskilled and semi skilled 
occupations declined by 10 per cent, even though produc 
lion had increased. Automatic machines coupled with elec¬ 
tronic computers can now do the repetitive work formerly 
done by production woricera. 

• The United States Manpower Board estimates that, 
by 1970, 70 per cent of jobs will require training at post- 
school level, whereas. In 1960, only 30 per cent did. Can¬ 
ada follows these figures very dosely.

Six thousand, two hundred thirty-five adults in 
the GrMter Victoria area attended adult claaaes 
during 1962-63. Further expansion is planned 
in the area of Job training and academic 
claaoea for the 1963-64 season. 


TRADESMEN'S QUALIFICATION 
EXAMINATIONS 

On March 26. 1963, the third reading of Bill 
31—An Act to Amend the Appi'enticeship and 
Tradesmen's Qualification Act—was pa.ssed by 
the legislature. 

This Bill requires that "all pei-sons throughout 
the Province — engaged in any designated 
trade—hold a current certificate of proficiency: 
and prohibiting the employment in any desig¬ 
nated trade of persons who have not complied 
with this requirement. 

It further states that “this Act shall come in 
to force and effect on a day to be fixed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor by his Pioclamation." 

At this writing, the Lieutenant-Governor has 
not set the date for the implementation of this 
Act. However, this could happen at any time. 

The Adult Education Division of Greater Vic¬ 
toria School Board will offer "brush-up” 
courses in all subjects leading to Tradesmen's 
Qualification Examinations if a sufficient num¬ 
ber of tradesmen wish us to do so.
